It is one of the 
most modern and up-to-date institu- 
lons In the state, It has a capacity 
ot something like 225 inmates, and Is 
low filled almost to Its limit. Last

Then the plank and flsli 
Is slid Into the oven and baked care- 
fully until well done, the time re- 
quired varying with the slue of the 
llsh. The plank and fish are then re- 
moved from the oven, the fish thrown 
away and the plank eaten.

ADVICE FOR EVERY AMERICAN 


SOLDIER 


Passages from a letter written bj 
Judge E. Rockwood Hoar to his son 
Samuel Hoar, who had just started 
for the Civil War. 
The extracts printed below, from a 
letter written by an eminent Massa- 
chusetts judge to his soldier son, are 
now being sent by the United States 
government to men newly drafted for 
the National Army and to volunteers 
in the hope that it will serve as an 
inspiration to them in the struggle 
against Germany. 


Concord, Mass., Dec. 15, 18G2. 


My Dear Boy: 
I did not have the opportunity I 
had hoped to talk with you last even- 
ing-—and, therefore, take this oppor- 
tunity, when we are sending you your 
mittens and the envelopes which you 
forgot, to give you a few last words 
of affectionate counsel from home. 
One of vour first duties as a soldier 


will bp to take all the care you can of 
your health. The firmer that is, the 
better you will be able to do any ser- 
vice, or undergo any fatigue, required 
of you. To preserve your health, you 
must try to lead as regular and tem- 
perate a life as is possible. 
I hope 


you will, not try to avoid your full 
share of labor, danger, or exposure, 
where either is necessary or called 
for. 
Take even" proper occasion for 
bathing your whole body—and scrup 
ulously regard your personal cleanli- 
ness no matter how much trouble it 
may give you. 
Have nothing to do 
with spirituous liquors of any kind. 
Take your food as regularljs as you 
can get it, and neither eat immoder- 
ately nor go a long time without 
food, if you can avoid it. 
Especially 
be careful not to eat to excess after 
'long fasting. 
I hope you will never disgrace 


yourself by any profaneness or ob- 
scenity, and will avoid all conversa- 
tion and companions where they are 
practiced or allowed. 
Try to preserve a cheerful and con- 


tented spirit and encourage it in 
others. 
Bear 
hardships 
without 


grumbling and always try to do more 
rather than less, than your duty. 
You will have occasion to be patient 
much aFtener than to be brave. 
The duty of a soldier is unques- 
tioning obedience—but, beyond this, 
I hope you will cultivate a kind, re- 
spectful, and considerate temper to- 
ward your officers. 
\ 


I hope you are going with a love 


for your country and your cause, and 
with a determination to be faithful 10 
every duty you have undertaken, My 
boy, 
you bear the name of one who, 
to the end of his honored life, never 
shrunk from duty, however painful, 
nor from a danger to wtich duty 
called him. Be sure that you do no 
discredit to it! 
Neither by coward- 
ice, by falsehood, by impurity, by 
levity, nor by selfishness. Remember 
always your home and your friends 
—those who will welcome your re- 
turn with pride and joy if you shall 
come back in virtue and honor; who 
will cherish your memory if, faithful 
and true, you have given, up your life; 
but to whom your disgrace would 
cause a pang sharper than death. 
Remember your obligations to duty 
and to God. And may these thoughts 
keep you from temptation and en- 
courage and strengthen you in dan- 
ger or sickness. 
And now, my dear boy, I commend 
you to God—and to the power of His 
grace. May God bless and keep you. 
Think of your Heavenly Father in 
health and in sickness, in joy and m 
sorrow. 
Go to Him for strength and 
guidance. 'You are very dear to our 
neart&—and your absence leaves a 
great place vacant in our home. . If

Electric Device for Blind. 


A Paris scientist. M. Chas. Lam- 


bert, liiis devised a method of writing 
which will he very useful 
for blind 


person^, especially mutilated persons 
who l.ave lost their hands or forearms, 
the r-•ailing of the signs being done 
liy a specially designed electrical de- 
vice. 
Tn tiie 'first place the characters 


composing tbo text are 
printed 
in 


Morse alphabet on the same method 
ns is employed for producing letters 
in relief on letter paper, that Is by 
I i r i n l i n g with a thick paste which then 
solidlies and leaves a raised letter. 
This met hod now replaces the old em- 
bossing process where cost Is an item, 
for It is much cheaper. The only dif- 
ference from the usual Morse alpha- 
bet is to place the dashes vertically 
Instead of horizontally. 
Heading of 


these characters can then be clone by 
persons deprived of their hands, by 
the use of a very simple electric de- 
vice which Is run over the characters 
In relief which are printed with a spe- 
cial metallic ink.

Every morning In the office of Jo- 


seph P. Tumulty, secretary to the 
president, there is prepared a list of 
the visitors who on that day have ap- 
pointments with the president. 
The 


list always is a short one, and it can 
be taken for granted that on it ap- 
pears trie name of no visitor who has 
not business of high Importance with 
tiie chief executive. 


On Sunday Woodrow Wilson does 


not play golf. He goes to church with 
his wife like other good American hus- 
bands, or on some occasions his wife 
goes with him, the order of this pro- 
cedure depending upon whether the 
church attended is an Episcopalian or 
a Presbyterian church. The president 
is a Presbyterian while his wife is an 
Episcopalian. 


Vocational Education Plans. 


"Just as soon as Uncle Sam can do 


the job, there will be a night school} 
a part-time school, or a continuation 
school for every boy and girl between 
fourteen nnd fift«i-n who wants to be 


•ained In a vocation. This^s the sum 


and subsi;.,ncir o, a law known as the 
Smith-Hughes Act, recently passed by 
congress, whose provisions have just 
become effective." 


The foregoing paragraph has come 


to me in response to u request made to 
a representative of the federal board 
for vocational education for informa- 
tion concerning the working status of 
the vocational educational law. Be- 
low is&glven the working intefttion of 
those responsible for the introduction 
of the new system of learning und of 
teaching. The findings are as they are 
presented by a representative of the 
vocational board, and they are given 
here without prejudice. 


"Nearly S2.000.000 of federal money 


goes to the suites this year to pay for 
the training of teachers in vocational 
schools and to pay, also, the salaries 
of these teachers. This federal money 
is met, dollar for dollar, by an equal 
amount of money raised by the states. 
In Washington sits a board called the 
federal board for vocational education, 
which administers the law. By the 
year 192C the appropriation from con- 
gress reaches"the three million dollar 


j mark. 
For the next eight years Uncle 


Sam has set aside S^S.OOO.OOO for this 
purpose. 


Will Spread Through the Union. 
"In this way the schools of the na- 


tion will be gradually enlarged and 
extended so that within a very short 
time there will not be a city or town 
of any size but lias a first-class pub- 
lic trade of vocational school, and the 
country communities will,have schools 
where boys ami girls, men and women, 
can secure the best training In the 
best nnd latest methods of farming. 


"Throughout 'the Union the war is 


demanding trained men—men trained 
In arms. ux.-n trained in milking am- 
munition, men trained in telegraphy, 
in every branch and trade of every 
necessary manufacturing process, men 
trained to do all the manifold various 
things which a modern nation fighting 
for the ideals of modern civilization 
requires. There is a shortage of these 
trained men. The government cannot 
find all the men it needs to work be- 
hind and on the lines. There Is a 
shortage of skilled labor. 


"The reason is that the nation has 


hardly begun the job of educating 
practically the millions who yeur after 
year have entered industry. 
It has 


been authoritatively stated that in the 
whole country there are fewer trade 
schools than are to be found in the 
little kingdom of Bavaria with a pop- 
ulation tint much greater than that of 
New York city. In Munich tilone m*>re 
workers are being trained at public 
expense than in all the larger cities 
of the United States, representing a 
population of 12.0OO.OOO. 
Out of the 


nearly 13.000.000 persons who accord- 
ing to the last census were engaged 
in agriculture alone, it Is estimated 
that only about 1 per cent had ade- 
quate preparation. Is it any wonder 
that there is a shortage of food? 
Out 


of the 14,000,000 engaged in mariufac- 
turing, not one in a 
hundred 
was 


trained. Is it any wonder that we are 
falling behind in the fierce economic 
competition with other nations for the 
markets of the world?"

The oven Is built 
of smooth masonry in the ground, and 
many of them have been used for a 
century. The dough is formed into 
thin sheets about a foot long and two 
feet wide and pressed quickly against 
the side of the oven.

Will Help Registered Men. 


. Washington, Nov. 10.—Uncle Sara 
has begun the most gigantic inventory 
•of man power ever attempted. 


Preparations for the second draft 


•were started when copies of the ques- 
tionnaire for every one of the nine 
million men registered for military 
service were sent to the local exemp- 
tion boards. 


This questionnaire must be filled out 


by every registered man between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty-one. It 
will place in the hands of the gov- 
ernment the life history of every reg- 
istered man and will give a complete 
census of the men of military ago In 
87 trades, industries and professions. 
The questionnaire will classify all reg- 
istered men for service. 


Classification of registered men In 


• the order of their liability for military 
service will be the first accomplish- 
ment of the questionnaire. 
Men will 


tie classified in five divisions, the first 
division to be called the first and the 
fifth division last. 


The classes and the order In which 


they will be called are ns follows:

Many Questions Asked. 


Persons claiming exemption on the 


ground o£ being aliens are asked to 
give the date of their birth, their birth,- 
place, the time of their entrance to tills 
country, the name of the vessel upon 
which they entered and their compan- 
ions. They are also asked, "Are you 
willing to return to your native coun- 
try and enter its military service?" 


"Claimants for exemption on grounds 


of dependency must answer a series 
of thirty-oue questions, supported by 
affidavit's o£ the dependents. These 
questions are most intimate, seeking a 
declaration of the exact amount of 
money contributed to the support of 
the dependent each month. Each reg- 
istrant must also declare the amount 
of his Income for the past twelve 
months and tho amount of his prop- 
erty, real and personal. 
If a regis- 


trant osvns a house he must . state 
whether ho rents It and if so how 
much rent he receives. Encumbrances 
upon property must be declared, as 
well as the amount of taxes paid in 
tho past year. "Has your wife ever 
been employed?" is one question ask- 
ed.

earth. It will be America's Ili'st 


Thanksgiving In this great world war. 
At tho 


training stations, on the ships which patrol the 
coast lines, In the submarines which move, about 
u hundred feet below (be surface of the water, 
and on the great battleships on tho high Hens 
Thanksgiving day Is to be observed as It never 
before has been by (be boys and men who are 
dedicating their lives to America's cause. 
It will 


not be merely a day of sensuous pleasures, of 
stuffing oneself with foods In please the lastu; 
rather It will be a (liiy of mental Inspiration, of 
a spiritual gratification, of thoughts of home and 
those who are dear. 


In a general way the stories of how Thanksgiv- 


ing is observed In the two branches of (he Amer- 
ican lighting forces do not differ. 
Soldiers who 


are yet in this country will perhaps be given fur- 
loughs so that they ran be with their families or 
other relatives on Thanksgiving day. Sailors and 
marines who are detailed to Hie training stations 
may be invited out for the day or they mtiy gal her 
in the big mess halls for u program. 
I'.ul 
I be lads 


who are far away from Mielr loved ones, those 
who are on the high seas, will experience n feel- 
Ing entirely new to them. And It Is going to have 
n tremendously Important Influence, too. I'er- 
Imps you hn\e wondered some time or other why 
the* tight-fitting blouse, the black handkerchief, 
'and his saucy little white cap seem to give the 
Jackie n more youthful appearance than tho khaki 
or olive drab do to (be soldier. 


It is not a deception resulting froin it marked 


difference in the uniforms. 
Uathcr this apparent 


boyish appearance of the jackles In comparison 
with the soldiers Is a re.illty. The jacklos are 
just boys—the brightest youth of America, who, 
before they have attained 'their manhood, are 
offering their lives to make this country secure 
from Prusslanlsm and to establish ponce through- 
out the world. 


A spirit of youth permeates the United States , 


navy—an atmosphere which perhaps Is not to be 
found in the army. 
Most of the boys, who tire 


being trained to man' the battleships, and the 
majority of those who already have met the Her- 
man fleet in sea battles, are scarcely out of tbnlr 
teens. There Is a fascination for the sea, for the 
experience of moving about on tbo waters and be- 
ing constantly In danger of. attack from beneath 
the sen or by hostile ships—a something which 
holds n peculiar charm for American youth. And 
so it Is that the American navy Is composed of 
n great host of young men—youth who seek ad- 
venture, those who are eager to avenge tho ter- 
rible atrocities wrought by Oernmny. 


Months have passed since many of these young 


Jackles, transformed In an Incredibly short time 
from schoolboys to fighting inen-o'-wars'-moii, left 
their mothers and their fathers to Join other 
youths In protecting our country from the rav- 
ages of n barbarian foe. 
Their activities have 


been so strenuous that few have bad the time or 
the Inclination to meditate nbout their homes. Hut 
all of these boys hnvp been sepnrrttcd from their 
own people long enough to give them a sincere 
longing to visit again hometown and to see mother. 


Men of the army are belter nblc to combat a 


feeling of homesickness (ban the Jnckles can be- 
cause the soldiers have come, as n general rule, 
from the ofllee.s, from the cares of business, from 
colleges, tin/1 from situations which have, In their 
very nature, separated the men, more or less, 
from their family interests. 
Should this state- 


ment sound exaggerated and false let mo amend 
it somewhat. 
Tho soldiers probably arc- more 


accustomed to absence from horno than are the 
sailor boys, most of whom cfime directly from the 
Influence of their mothers and who nre all by 
themselves for the first time In their careers, con- 
fronting some of the bigger problems of Ufa. 


And so It Is thnt this Thanksgiving the many 


thousands of American boys who are fighting In 
the first line of defense are going to experience a 
great 
mental 
awakening—a 
spiritual 
change, 


which might not have come to them under normal 
conditions until they wore much older In years 
and experience. 
It will bo perhaps their first, 


Thanksgiving day on which they have actually 
taken the time to meditate over the blessings for 
which they should give thanks. 


The boys probably have not previously had oc- 


casion to appreciate the home Influence. 
They 


will rejoice In the knowledge, that tho United 
States now has a navy which measures up to the 
best In the world. They will be glad because they 


know ihiil Ibis con n try Is aiding the allied nations 
In exterminating so-fulled "kiiltur1' and In estab- 
lishing pence on earth for centuries nt least. The 
boy.M will K've tluinks because they have been 
lu'lvlluut'd to Klv 'their services, (heir money for 
Liberty bonds ntid their lives, If necessary, to 
brlnic to n chop I his worst struggle of all the nges. 


At 
I ho naval stations elaborate programs have 


been prepared. Mrs. William A. MoiTott, wife of 
(be coiiiliiniidiinl 
1 of ('real. Lakes naval training 


slallon, enrly conceived tho Idea of giving a big 
Thanksgiving dinner to the HO.OIX) boys now train- 
Ing there. Actuated by her splendid mother spirit, 
Mrs. Moduli confided her wish to some of her 
friends. 


"Can't wo dri something to bring homo a little 


closer to Hie boys for Just one day?" Mrs. Moffett 
asked. "Many of Hie young boys actually need to 
puss Thanksgiving In n real homo—they have been 
separated from their own people so long that their 
hearts are calling out for n glimpse Into a home 
where there is a mother, fiilher, some noisy 
children niul home-cooked food." 


Mrs. MntTeU's Idea quickly became popular. A 


commit lee was formed to secure the boys who 
were to accept the scores of Invitations from Chl- 
citKonmi mid other hospitable people along the 
north shore of I^ike Michigan who showed a de- 
sire tn entertain the JacUles on Thanksgiving day.

every submarine 
craft 
which bears American 


sullors, or every other Klilp manned by the blue- 
Jackets at least a portion ot Thanksgiving day will 
be devoted to meditation. Itellglous services will 
be held on many of the ships, 


Turkey dinners with several courses, topped off 


with Ice cream or other delicacies, arc to bo 
served to nil of the navy men. And as they cat 
the boys will appreciate as never before the' slg- 
nlllcnnce of Thanksgiving and the turkey dinner. 
They will better understand the hardships which 
the Pilgrims endured In order that they might 
establish a people who should be nt liberty to 
worship as they saw (it. 


And as they think of the fortitude of the men 


who fought hunger, and cold, and disease, and 
death In order that somewhere there should be n 
country where people could be"assured of liberty, 
the jackles sincerely offer up their gratitude to 
the power which has made it possible for them 
to aid In preserving this nation from the loss of 
that priceless liberty. 


»!:WHAT WAR DID TO ROME 


Ilomt! In the days of Augustus was a city of 


more than 1,000,000 persons, and It did not have a 
single hospital. 


The city wan built mainly of brick, with narrow, 


tortiiou.M streets. 
But It had some broad and 


well-paved thoroughfares, the fashionable avenue 
being the famous Applan way, which wan the 
metropolitan terminus, HO to speak, of one of the 
groiit military roads that radiated from Rome ua 
n center to all parts of the empire. 


The houses of'the rich, nnd even those of tbe 


fairly well-to-do, were supplied with running wa- 
ter. 
No modem system of aqueducts surpassed 


that of ancient Rome, and the water was dis- 
tributed to dwellings by underground pipes that 
furnished tbe fluid through lead plpq connections 
to tanks .elevated on pillars at regular Intervals 
along the street. 
From these tanks load pipes 


carried the water to tho houses on either side, 
which were provided with faucets and basins like 
our bouses of. today. 


'I'lils In 'itself Is a very Interesting fact, because 


even two centuries ago there wfts no such ade- 
quate system of water supply for cities anywhere 
In tho civilized world. In respect of this Import- 
ant item of civilization, the destruction of Rome 
by war put (he world bock about '1,800 years. 


When ,'Iullus Ciiesar first visited Alexandria In 


Kgypt, Ihe occasion on which ho was captured by 
tho Greek charms of Cleopatra, he found there so 
complete an underground 
water-supply 
system 


that tbe city seemed "hollow underneath." 


The aqueducts of ancient Rome, substantial re- 


mains of which still exist, supplied numerous 
street fountains, at which tbe people drank, and, 
much more Important, the enormous bath build- 
ings, erected and maintained at fabulous expense 
by various emperors. 


There wore no street lamps. Soldiers employed 


as policemen carried torches through tho streets. 
It was 11 method corresponding nearly to that In 
use In European cities n couple of centuries ago. 


Stoves were unknown and dwellings were heat- 


ed with braziers of. charcoal. 
Olive oil lamps and 


candles of tallow and wax furnished domestic Il- 
lumination. House 1'urnlturt—sofas, chairs, bead- 
steads nnd what not—much resembled In pattern 
what we have today, and'for the rich wan no less 
luxurious. 


Grain was ground by watennllls and windmills. 


Boats on the Tiber carried mill wheels that were 
driven by tbo current of the river. Chickens were 
hatched by Incubators on a great scale for market. 
Ice obtained from mountain heights was stored 
In summer time for winter use. 


A big book might be written about the "modern 


conveniences" enjoyed by the ancient Romans. 
Tljoy were wiped out, together with nearly every- 
thing that was worth while In the way of civiliza- 
tion, by barbarous tribes, whose notion of war- 
fare was "frightfulness" carried to tbo ultimate 
extent. These tribes were largely the ancestors 
of the present-day Germans. What they are to- 
day they were then. And what they did to Rome 
nnd to (lit civilization of which Rome was th» 
dominant renter put back tbe progress of tho 
world just about eighteen centuries, 


An Odd Fish—The Sea Horse 


1C mermaids were no bigger than some fairies, 


• they might have horses to ride, 
Tbe sea horses 


are creatures familiar enough, though most people 
have never seen one alive. 
Summer visitors at 


the seashore find them for sale—very dead, and 
dried—at shops that specialize In marine curios. 


Tho sea horse (naturalists say) Is one of the 


most ancient of (Ishos. 
It Is one of nature's 


oddest Imitations—u "camouflage," so to speak. 


It has a horsellke head, and Us body Is so 


shaped as to resemble the neck of that: quadru- 
ped. l!ut really, when one comes to examine It, 
the thing It counterfeits is tho "knight" piece of 
the chessboard. 


>. 


The sea horse has a tubellke snout, at tbe end 


of 'which are the mouth and Jaws. 
Its bead Is 


topped by a sort of coronet. Clad In a complete 
suit o:! armor plates, It cannot flex Its body like 
other fishes, and Its Unless tall Is of no use for 
locomotion. 


It feeds on small shrimps and other crusta- 


ceans. 
Occasionally, uncoiling Its tall from the 


supporting plant, It swims slowly, not like other 
fishes, but always In a vortical position, Its back 
flu vibrating rapidly. 


Like other llshes, tbe sea horse possesses 'an 


air-bladder, which Is always distended by a quan- 
tity of. gas so exactly adjusted for equilibrium 
that, If a single bubble no larger titan the head 
of a small pin be extracted, the creature falls to 
tbe bottom and must crawl nbout until the wound 
Is healed and a fresh supply of gas has been 
secreted. 


But the most remnrknble point about the sea 


horse Is that the male Is provided with an ex- 
ternal stomach-pouch, tn which,' at the mating sea- 
son, tho female deposits her eggs. 
The lining 


membrane of the pouch secretes a nutritious fluid 
on which the young, when hatcher], are fed. When 
they are big enough to take cure of themselves, 
the father son horse rubs his stomach against a 
winkle shell or some other convenient object, nud 
by this means forces them out Into the water.

114 bushels per acre, a total produc- 
tion of 36,400,000 bushels, the 1917 po- 
tato crop of Wisconsin Is the second 
largest in the history of the state, ac- 
cording to the joint crop report Issued 
at. iftnrtisoii.

The boys probably have not previously had oc- 


casion to appreciate the home Influence. 
They 


will rejoice lu the knowledge that the United 
States now has a navy which measures up to the 
best in the world. They wilt bo glad because they 
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Of course there will be a 
"real feed," with turkey 
and everything, wherever 
it's possible on land or sea. 
And at the naval training 
stations there will be special 
doings to help the lonely 
lads forget to be homesick 
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know that this country is aiding the allied nations 
in exterminating so-called "kulttir" and in estab- 
lishing peace on earth for centuries at least. The 
boys will give thanks because they have been 
privileged to give-their services, their money for 
Liberty bonds nnd their lives, if necessary, to 
bring to a close this worst struggle of all the ages. 


A.t the naval stations elaborate programs have 


been prepared. Mrs. William A. Moffett, wife of 
the commandant of Great Lakes naval training 
station, early conceived the idea of giving a big 
Thanksgiving dinner to Hie 20.000 boys now train- 
ins there. Actuated by her splendid mother spirit, 
Mrs. 
Moffett confided her wish to some of her 


friends. 
"Can't we do .something to bring home a little 


closer to Hie boys for just one day?" Mrs. Moffett 
asked. "Many of Hie young boys actually need to 
pass Thanksgiving in a real borne—they have been 
separated from their own people so long that their 
hearts are calling out for a glimpse into a hopie 
where there is a mother, father, some noisy 
children and home-cooked food." 


Mrs. 
Moffett's Idea quickly became popular. A 


committee was formed to secure the boys who 
were to accept the scores of invitations from Chi- 
cagoans and other hospitable people along the 
north shore of Lake Michigan who showed a de- 
sire to entertain the jackles on Thanksgiving day. 
Chaplain Charles W. Moore lent his aid In select- 
Ing the boys for the invitations. More than 1,000 
young men wore granted liberty to visit the homes 
where they are guests of honor for a real Thanks- 


giving dinner. Most of the boys are to be taken 
to church services before the dinner. Automobile 
rides and- other forms of entertainment constitute 
the afternoon program. Probably every hoy will 
feel an impulse to write a message to mother. 


What is being done at Great Lukes, where the 


largest naval training station of the world is lo- 
cated, is typical oC the programs at the other 
training stations. 


On every battleship guarding our coast lines, in 


every submarine 
craft 
which bears American 


sailors or every other ship manned by the blue- 
jackets at least a portion of Thanksgiving day will 
be devoted to meditation. Religious services will 
be held on many of the ships. 


Turkey dinners with several courses, topped off 


with Ice cream or other delicacies, are to be 
served to all of the navy men. And ns they c-at 
ihe boys will appreciate as never before the sig- 
nificance of Thanksgiving and the turkey dinner. 
They will better understand the hardships which 
the 'Pilgrims endured ill order that they might 
establish a people who should be at liberty to 
worship as they saw St. 


And as they think of the fortitude of the men 


who fought hunger, and cold, and disease, and 
death in order that somewhere there should be a 
country where people could be'assured of liberty, 
the jackles sincerely offer up their gratitude to 
the power which has made it possible for them 
to aid in preserving this nation from the loss of 
that priceless liberty. 


'WHAT WAR DID TO ROME 


Rome in the days of Augustus was a city of 


more than 1.000,000 persons, and It did not have a 
slncle hospital. 


The city was built mainly of brick, with narrow, 


tortuous streets. 
But It had some broad nnd 


well-paved thoroughfares, the fashionable avenue 
bein" the famous Appian way, which was the 
metropolitan terminus, so to speak, of one of the 
great military ronds that radiated from Rome as 
n center to nil pn'rts of the empire. 


The houses of the rich, nnd even those of the 


fairly well-to-do, were supplied with running wa- 
ter 
No modern system of aqueducts surpassed 


that of undent Rome, and the water was dis- 
tributed to dwellings by underground pipes that 
furnished the fluid through lead pipe, connections 
to tanks .elevated on pillars at regular Intervals 
nlong the street. 
From these tanks lead pipes 


carried the water to the houses on either side, 
which were provided with faucets and basins like 
our houses of today. 


This lu 'itself is a very Interesting fact, because 


even two ceuturles <igo there wi-is no such ade- 
quate system of water supply for cities anywhere 
in the civilized world. In respect of this import- 
int if em of civilization, the destruction of Rome 
bv war put the world back about 1,800 j'ears. 


'when Julius Caesar first visited Alexandria in 


Egypt the occasion on which he was captured by 
the Greek charms of Cleopatra, he found there so 
complete an underground^ water-supply system 
that the city seemed "hollow underneath." 


The nqueclucts of ancient Rome, substantial re- 


mains of which still exist, supplied numerous 
street fountains, at which the people drank, nnd, 
much more important, the enormous bnth build- 
ings, erected and maintained at fabulous expense 
by various emperors. 


There were no street lamps. Soldiers employed 


as policemen carried torches through the streets. 
It wns n method corresponding nearly to that in 
use in European cities a couple of centuries ago. 


'stoves were unknown and dwellings were heat- 


ed with braziers of. charcoal. Olive oil lamps and 
cnndles of tallow and wax furnished domestic il- 
lumination. House furniture—sofas, chairs, bead- 
steuds nnd what not—much resembled in pattern 
what we have today, and'for the rich was no less 


Grain wns ground by water-mills and windmills. 


Boats ou the Tiber carried mill wheels that were 
driven by the current of the river. Chickens were 
hatched by Incubators on a great scale for market. 
Ice obtained from mountain heights was stored 
In summer time for winter use. 


A big book might be written about the "modern 


conveniences" enjoyed by the ancient Romans. 
They were wiped out, together with nearly every- 
thing that wns worth while in the way of civiliza- 
tion, by barbarous tribes, whose notion of war- 
fare was "frlghtfulness" carried to the ultimate 
extent. 
These tribes were largely the ancestors 


of the present-duy Germans. 
What they are to- 


day they were then. And what they did to Rome 
and to "the civilization of which Rome was th« 
dominant center put back the progress of the 
world just about eighteen centuries. 


An Odd Fish—The Sea Horse 


If mermaids were no bigger than some fairies, 


-they might have horses to ride. 
The sea horses 


are creatures familiar enough, though most people 
have never seen one alive. 
Summer visitors at 


the seashore find them for sale—very dead, and 
dried—at shops that specialize in marine curios. 


The sea horse (naturalists say) is one of the 


most ancient of fishes. It is one of nature's 
oddest Imitations—a "camouflage," so to speak. 


It has a horselike head, and its body is so 


shaped as to resemble the neck of that quadru- 
ped. But really, when one comes to examine it, 
the thing it counterfeits is the "knight" piece of 
the chessboard. 


The sea horse has n tubelike snout, at the end 


of which are the mouth and jaws. 
Its head is 


topped by a sort of coronet. 
Clad in a complete 


suit o:: armor plates, It cannot flex its body like 
other fishes, and its finless tail is of no use for 
locomotion. 


It feeds on small shrimps and other crusta- 


ceans. 
Occasionally, uncoiling its tali from the 


supporting plant, it swims slowly, not like other 
fishes, but always In a vertical position, its back 
fin vibrating rapidly. 


Like other fishes, the sea horse possesses an 


air-bladder, which is always distended by n quan- 
tity of gas so exactly .adjusted for equilibrium 
that, If a single bubble no larger than the head 
of n small pin be extracted, the creature falls to 
the bottom and must crawl about until the wound 
is healed and a fresh supply of gas has been 
secreted. 


But the most remarkable point about the sea 


horse is that the male is provided with an ex- 
ternal stomach-pouch, In which,' at the mating sea- 
son, the female deposits her eggs. 
The lining 


membrane of the pouch secretes a nutritious fluid' 
on which the young, when hatched, are fed. When 
they are big enough to take care of themselves, 
the father sea horse rubs his stomach against a 
winkle shell or some other convenient object, and 
by this means forces them out into the water.

Madison—The Wisconsin Telephone 


company has asked the state railroad 
commission to allow the establishment 
of a zone rate instead of the local 
rates of present exchanges. This com- 
pany owns seventy-five exchanges and 
four sub-exchanges. 


It is set forth in the petition of the 


company that the proposed zone rates 
will not affect cities but will raise 
rates on rural lines. 


Because the commission is not sat- 


isfied that the plan would prove equit- 
able, it has decided to hold hearings in 
the principal cities and communities 
interested. 


In a statement issued the commis- 


sion says that before authority is 
granted to increase rates, investiga- 
tion will be made. 


"Attention 
should be given," the 


statement says, "to the modifications 
which are proposed by the introduc- 
tion of a system of excess radius 
charges which have resulted in an in- 
crease of the rates to rural subscrib- 
ers; to the reasonableness of the ex- 
cess charge as such, and, if it be 
found that the excess radius method 
of applying rates and determination 
of charges is reasonable, the general 
question of what distance should be 
fixed as a limit of the initial radius 
should be settled."

Madif.on—With an average yield of 


114 bushels per acre, a. total produc- 
tion of 36.400,000 bushels, the 1917 po- 
tato crop of Wisconsin is the second 
largest in the history of the state, ac- 
cording to the joint crop report issued 
at. Siadisou. In 1914 nearly 38,000.000 
bushels of potatoes were produced, 
with an average yield of 124 bushels. 
Less than 5 per cent of tfle total crop 
remained to be dug when the snow 
fell, according to reports received. 
Frosted potatoes are reported from a 
number of localities, but the total dam- 
age is relatively small. 


The total production of potatoes for 


the United States is estimated to be 
440.000,000 bushels, compared to 285,- 
437,000 bushels last year.

Camp MacArthur, Waco, Tex. — In 


Texas soil, every inch of which must 
je teased with a. pick, Wisconsin and 
Michigan engineers established a, rec- 
ord that is seldom equaled in the ex- 
;ensive operations of Flanders. 
In 


:hree hours the 107th regiment dug 
3,300 yards of trenches, "camouflaged" 
the parapets, dug the drainage ditches 
and made everything comfortable for

And they worked at night when un- 


der battle conditions the engineers, 
the suicide squad of litter bearers and 
imbulance workers venture out onto 
No Man's land.

court is committed to the doctrine 
that a governor cannoL be interfered 
with by a court in the discharge of of- 
ficial duty." 


The following section o£. the Ekern- 


McGovern decision is quoted by the 
attorney general in his letter: 


"The governor within the scope of 


his authority is independent of the ju- 
dicial department of the state. 
He 


can neither be compelled to act or not 
to act, nor his act called in question." 


The quetion has arisen as to wheth- 


er should the legislature decline to 
give Gov. Philipp power to make the 
appointment, as he has requested, 
whether he could then be compelled 
to call a special election. The opinion 
of the attorney general would seem 
to preclude the field and leave all with 
the governor.

of those teachers. This federal money 
Is met, dollar for dollar, by an equal 
amount of money raised by the .states, 
tn Washington sits a board called the 
federal board for vocational education, 
which administers the law. By the 
year 1020 the appropriation from con- 
gress reaches die three million dollar 
mark. 
Kor the next eight years Uncle 


Sam has set u.slde SWS.000,000 for this 
purpose.

"In this way Hie schools of Hie na- 


tion will be gradually enlarged and 
extended so ibat within u very short 
llmu theru will not be a city ur town 
of any slxe but bus a brst-cluss pub- 
lic trade of vocational school, and the 
country communities will,have schools 
where bovs and girls, men and women, 
can secure the best (ruining In the 
best and latent methods of farming. 


"Throughout '(Ihe 1'nion Hie war Is 


demanding trained men—men trained 
In arms, men trained In milking am- 
munition, men trained in telegraphy, 
In every branch and trade of every 
necessary manufacturing process, men 
trained to do all the manifold various 
things which a modern nation fighting 
for Ibe Ideals of modern civilization 
requires. There Is a shortage of these 
trained men. The government cnnnol 
find all the men it needs to work be- 
hind and on the lines. There Is a 
sbnrtage of skilled labor. 


"The reason 
IH that the nation has 


hardly begun the job of educating 
practically Ihe millions who year after 
vcnr h n \ e entered Industry. It has 
been authoritatively stated that In the 
whole country there are fewer trade 
.schools than are to be found In Hit' 
lltlle kingdom of Uavarbi with a pop- 
ulation not much greater Hum that of 
New York city. In Munich ulono more 
workers are being trained at public 
expense than In all the larger cities 
of (be United States, representing a 
population of rj.OOO.OOO, 
Out of tho 


nearly 1,'i,000,000 persons who accord- 
Ing to tin1 last census were engaged 
In agriculture alone, It Is estimated 
that only about 1 per cent had ade- 
quate preparation. Is it any wonder 
thill (here is a shortage of food? 
Out 


of the 14,000,000 engaged In marixifnc- 
turlng, not one 
In a hundred was 


trained. 
Is II any wonder Hint we are 


fulling behind In the fierce economic 
competition wllh other nations for tho 
markets of the world?"

George opened the allied war confer- 
ence here on Tuesday with a speech, 
which the conferees described as being 
an important statement, but which, 
like the rest of the proceedings, is be- 
ing kept secret In its essentials al- 
though some passages have been'given 
out. One conferee said a spirit of great- 
est earnestness and unity permeated 
the meeting and that the most Impor- 
tant practical results were achieved,

In the course of his speech, Mr. 


Lloyd-George said: 


"Assuming that the submarine situ- 


ation does not get worse, the easing of 
the position of the allies depends en- 
tirely upon the dates on which the 
American program of launching 6,000,- 
000 tons of shipping promised for 1918, 
comes into practical effect." 


The premier said he wished to recog- 


nize the eager earnestness with which 
the people of the United States are 
throwing themselves in the great task. 
He expressed absolute confidence that 
the great democracies now marching 
shoulder to shoulder would utterly 
overthrow the menace which threat- 
ened the liberty of the world. 


He thanked the mission for "the 


Invaluable services which the United 
States navy has already rendered, not 
only in protecting commerce, but in 
dealing with the submarine, for vital 
assistance in financing the war and for 
effective help in many other ways." 


With reference to the question, of 


supplies, Mr. Lloyd-George assured the 
mission that the most, drastic food re- 
strictions were about to be imposed 
upon the people of the British Isles.

manufacture newsprint in Alaska and de ver Jt.

cost of not more than $35 per ton. "When it is 
considered that current prices for sim lar paper 
range from $GO a. ton upward, it is evident that 
a new industry could be built up In Alaska that 
would be an exceedingly profitable one. 


While no definite plans have been made to that 


end, 
it is possible that before long Uncle Sam 


ma; find It profitable to erect his OWIV, WL d 
Alaska to produce print paper. Such a mill nould 
cost about $2,500,000, and it would pay for Itself 
within a few vear.s. The present attitude of the 
government officials is that if private manufac- 
turers of paper can be induced to meet the de- 
mands of the country it would be unwise for the 
government to enter the field, but If our present 
threatened shortage of paper materializes, such 
a plant will doubtless be constructed in Alaska. 


Another phase of the wood-pulp industry that 


is being considered by the government experts 
is to more fully utilize the vast quantities of 
wood wasted annually by the sawmills of the 
country. 
This waste aggregates something over 


60,000,000 cords a year, a large part of which 
might be saved. 


If we are to make our paper industry a perma- 


ent one it Is necessary for us not only to con- 
serve our present supply but to plant cut-over 
Hmd, to insure a supply In the years to come. 
Denuded lands can be planted with 1.000 young 
trees per acre at. a cost of about S10 per acre. 
Some of the large paper- companies are now do- 
ln- this and their efforts are being encouraged 
DV" the 'government. In addition, the forest serv- 
ice is car-ring out a definite 'policy of reforesta- 
tion in various parts of the country.

Washington.—The war department 


may bring the second series of officers' 
training camps to a close more quickly 
than was intended. It is believed also 
that the senior class at West Point will 
be graduated quickly. It is not diffi- 
cult to find a connection between the 
recent happenings on the Italian front 
and the probable decision of the war 
department to bring more American of- 
ficers quickly into the service. 


There never has come from Wash- 


ington headquarters nor from individ- 
ual officers of the service any expres- 
sion of opinion that the war is likely 
to end soon. On the contrary army 
officers trained to- a study of the situa- 
tion have felt and still feel that the 
war is likely to continue for a long 
time to come. It is definitely known 
that the military authorities, and with 
them, of course, the naval authorities, 
have been worried over the excess of 
optimism in the country on the sub- 
ject of a short war. 


Officials here have not hesitated to 


say at times that the optimistic stories, 
just as surely as the pessimistic ones 
which have been spread through the 
country, have sprung from the ranks 
of German sympathizers. 
As the feel- 


Ing expresses itself concerning these 
stories of cheer it runs along the line 
of fear that men will not be willing 
to undertake training In the officers 
reserve camps if they are imbued with 
the thought that they are to go through 
the trouble and Ui* toil of the thing 
without any chance of being able to 
take a hand in war's proceedings.

If a plan of grand strategy in 
which all the allied nations shall take 
part is evolved, adopted and put into 
operation, it will mean probably that 
for months the conflict seemingly will 
be at a virtual standstill except at 
parts of certain fronts where progress 
even under preparation conditions is 
possible. 
If the endorsement of a

of each of the allied countries, the 
preparations for putting the grand 
plan Into operation must be adequate 
and all embracing.

he county,

When the frost' damaged the im- 
mature corn, the-larmers realized the 
eed for saving their corn, but in 
most cases they had not the time nor 
he place to cure it. 
Mr. Olson cori 
eived the idea of using the basement 
f the court house as a curing room, 
iid he therefore 
purchased 
275 
ushels of corn from good fields—all 
e could get labor to gather—and 
aid for picking, hauling and string- 
ng it'from money furnished by the 
ankers of the county. 
Only such 
orn as would not otherwise be saved 
was purchased. 
The purpose of this plan was not 
n"y to preserve home grown seed 
orn for home use, but to improve 
he corn of the county. 
For this 
atter reason the corn will be soKi 
lightly above actual.- cost, and the 
urplus will be used in a fund for 
ncouraging- the raising of better 
orn. 
Allowing for cost and for la-
